Several lives are re­ 
ported lost.

was the first building destroyed and 
it wac back of this that the flames 
started. 
Three men are believed to 
have b:en caught in the box factory 
when the roof fell. 
The fire is the

years.

A lm ost the 
entire plant of the Central Stam ping 
Com pany w as destroyed.

The flam es were discovered about 2 
o’clock in a blacksm ith shop.

eral alarm w as sent out 
and 
within 
tw en ty m inutes every piece of fire ap­ 
paratus in the city w as on the scene. 
D espite the tons of w ater thrown on 
th e fire, the flam es gained headw ay, 
a n d w ithin an hour after the first alarm 
w a s sounded the roofs of the building 
Were m asses of fire. 
The flam es shot 
a hundred feet in th e air at tim es and 
b ig burning brands w ere carried for 
blocks by the wind. 
T hese 
brands, 
som e of them m any inches in length, 
w ere carried onto the roofs of build­ 
in g s a considerable distance aw ay and 
th e chem ical engine w as kept on the 
rush from one street to another put­ 
tin g out the sm aller fires. Firem en were 
stationed on the 
roofs 
for

blocks w ith w ater in pails and extin ­ 
guishers to put out the sm all fires. L ess 
than an hour after the first alarm w as 
turned in the w alls began to fall.

STORM IN KANSAS. 


Henry Damage by Wind, but No One 
Hurt. 
W ichita, K an., Aug. 12.—One of the 
w orst wind storm s in 
the history of 
Southern K ansas passed over Eldorado 
Saturday night.

W. Douglas had left. Mrs. Lowell had 
been acting as cashier a t th e annex, 
a n d w hen Mr. Lowell stepped into the 
Btore to deposit the day’s receipts from 
th e annex in th e safe, Bhe stood a t 
th e outside door w aiting for him . He 
w alked around to th e safe and found 
th e door open and the cash draw er 
gone. 
T his struck him as being a lit­

strange, b u t he th o ught

M cDonald, th e 
bookkeeper, m ight 
have forgotten to p ut it in th e safe, so 
lie began to look for it.

The Indians chased me 
t a w ithin about 150 yards of the train, 
when Bob Chesnut, now of C hesnut V al­ 
ley, cam e in sight from tne direction of 
Sun river and opened fire on the In ­ 
dians. 
They stopped chasing me and
